W ASHINGTON 
P resien t Ei- 
icn h o w er could justly claim before 
C ongress today th a t relations w ith 
R ussia ap p e ar slightly b etter than 
rn hen he took office a y ear ago. 
but only very slightly. 
R ussia h as agreed to talk about 
G erm an y and the atom . This tim e 
• y e a r ago the U nited S tates and 
the Soviets couldn't agree to talk 
on anything. 
I t's possible but questionable that 
to m e good will com e of the talks. 
U nder stiff prodding the R ussians 
recen tly agreed to a Foreign M in­ 
iste rs' m eeting on G erm any. L ast 
night they said they would sta rt 
m ak mg 
arran g em en ts 
here 
for 
ta lk s on E isenhow er s atom p ro ­ 
posal. 
The P resident went before the 
U nited N ations Dec. 8 w ith the sug­ 
gestion the big pow ers discuss a 
plan 
for 
pooling 
som e 
of th eir 
atom ic m a teria ls and know ledge 
for peaceful use 
Deadlock Threatened 
He idn't offer a plan but su g ­ 
gested th at talking m ight develop 
one. 
If the R ussians, Mice the discus- 
aions sta rt, follow the line th ey ’ve 
m entioned recently, the tw o coun­ 
tries will probably wind up Just 
as deadlocked as th ey 'v e been for 
»even y ears. 
In 1946 the U nited S tates and 
R ussia offered opposite w ays of 
getting rid of the atom bom b. 
The United S tates argued that be­ 
fore the tw o countries could agree 
on destroying atom bom bs, each 
m ust prom ise to adm it inspection 
team s to prevent cheating. The 
R ussians have balked ever ainee 
at the inspection idea. 
E isenhow er's suggestion w as to 
deek a new ro ad : if the big pow ers 
eould just agree on a plan to m ake 
peaceful use of the atom , m aybe 
then they could go on and som e day 
agree on how to get rid of the 
bom b. 
Good World Reaction 
World reaction to his proposal 
m ss so good the R ussians could 
hardly refuse, although they de­ 
layed their acceptance, perhaps to 
find a w ay to put Eisenhow er on 
the defensive, w here he had pushed 
them .

kov suggested ag reem en t not to 
use the bom b, as a prelim in ary 
to ag reem en t on getting rid of the 
bom b. 
U nless it w ere sure, through in­ 
spection, th a t R u s s i a couldn't 
m ak e a sneak bom b attack , this 
country couldn't very well stop

And, without the defense of the 
bom b, this country and its W estern 
I allies would be at an im m ediate 
and huge disadvantage.
